The last woman to go down to defeat al the lianda of 
Neptune was Mrs. Beryl Hart, wealthy American widow, who, with Lieut. W. S. McLaren, attempted a 
flight fiom New York to Paris. They vanished somewhere between Bermuda and the Azores.
